A tract is an area of definite 
size on.a survey map, whether 
a whole township or part of 
one, A strip is an area of 
uniform width, between 
townships and a slip ~ now an 
obsolete term - means the 
same. 

A grant is a piece of land 
given by the state “pur- 
portedly for a. service to be 
performed,” Attwood said. A 
surplus was a surveyor’s 
mistake, a variance in areas 
between different surveys. 
The only place in Maine ac- 
tually called a mistake is 
something else, 

Bailey’s Mistake, a cove 
between Lubec and Trescott, 
is sald to memorialize an

An Indian wedding, 
depending on what tribe, of 
course, was a beautiful event, 
First the bride and her mother 
presented the parents of the 
groom with her dowry, furs, 
horses, wampum, whatever 
‘could be presented as a gift, 
then the Chief of the tribe 
walked to the lake shore with 
the couple for three dawns, 
The couple walked into the 
water up to their chins, facing 
the rising sun ~~ pledging their 
troth repeating phrases 
spoken by the Chief. If it 
rained during those three 
days, the ceremony had to 
start again, There is a record 
set for the length of a wedding, 
it started on and off for 
twenty-one days. But, usually 
quite weather-wise, isost 
weddings were completed in 
the allotted time. 

The couple was then 
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escorted to their own teepee, 
hogan or wigwam or lodge and 
feaasted with many fine foods, 


then left to their own devices. 
Oiniea And Matalal 
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were wed in the three days 
and all went well, except when 
the final chant was chanted. 
Instead of walking back 
towards shore, Mollyeunice 
decided it was time for a swim. 
and quickly disappeared 
under the surface! Metallak, 
laughing, took after her, 
chasing her underwater for # 
long time. The well wishers on 
the shore were a bit unnerved 
by the break of tradition, but, 
knowing Mollyeunice, they 
had expected something 
unusual to happen, 

Refreshed from their swim, 
the newlyweds were duly 
escorted to their new teepee 
that Metalak had prepared 
with great care and wealth, 
The finest of white pelts lined 
the walls and covered the 
Lovely strings of 
wampum decorated the walls 
and amulets of all sorts were 
hanging all around, 

Mollyeunice was duly im. 
pressed and stood the ordeal 
of feasting, but, as the peaple 
left, she left with them 
Metalak tried to stop her. With 
a loud shriek, she yelled that 
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shouting into the woods! 
Metalak was beside himself! 
The elders shook their heads! 
The young laughed and the 
women sniffed! 

For the son of a Chief, he 
certainly did not know much 
about getting a wife! With all 
the fine, sensible good girls of 
the tribe, he had chosen the 
Evil One! 

Harm would come to one of 
them, they were certain of 
that! 

He met in quick council with 
his father and uncle and it was 
agreed that he would get her 
and teach her to obey her 
husband!

$trong nation were ending and 
Metalak, tiring of the role as

We know he married Keoka 
and was very happy until she 
died, Then, he met and we 
Qozaluc and with her spent 
many years in the Rangeley 
Laked Region. When she died, 
he was alone, He returned to 
Andover. 

In Andover, he was quite 
friendly with Moses Merrill, 
and was quite helpful to the 
first settlers in the area. He 

was hired by the settlers to 

watch for other Indians who 
might attack the village and 
sospent many hours talking to 
Moses. 

It was Merrill who heard of 
Molly Molasses. Metalak 
would speak of her often, 
never forgetting her, iryng to 
understand what makes 4 
wemah break with all 
tradition and ways and act 
like that. He had foved her sa! 

Merrill explained that there 
are always women like thaf, 
‘the whites had them too. Not
